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MINERALS  IN  NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

Dr.  Jackson  says,  in  his  valuable  Geological  Report,  that  "  New 
Hampshire  is  unusually  rich  in  minerals  ;  a  greater  number  of  the 
metals  having  been  found  within  her  bounds  than  have  been  dis- 
covered in  any  other  State  ;"  and  he  thinks  in  due  time  furnaces 
will  be  erected  and  turn  the  crude  ores  to  useful  and  valuable 
purposes. 

The  number  of  metals  discovered  in  New  Hampshire,  is  seven- 
teen ;  and,  according  to  Dr.  Jackson's  list,  are  the  following,  viz  : 

1.  Iron  ;  In.  Manganese  ; 

2.  Zinc  ;  II.  Chrome  ; 

3.  Copper  ;  12.  Titanium  ; 

4.  Lead  ;  13.  Cadmium; 

5.  Tin;  14.  Cobalt  ; 
C.  Antimony;  15.  Arsenic; 

7.  Silver  ;  16.  Tungsten  ; 

8.  Gold  ;  17.  Uranium. 

9.  Molybdenum  ; 

1.  Iron,  which  is  the  most  useful  of  all  metals,  is  so  generally 
known,  and  its  uses,  that  it  would  be  without  interest  to  attempt 
an  enumeration.  Bos  ore  is  found  in  Amherst,  Bed  ford,  Merri- 
mack, Bamstead,  Lyndehorough,  Lancaster,  Chaile9town  and 
Eaton.  Blast,  or  mine  ore,  is  found  in  Winchester,  Enfield,  Jack- 
son, Lebanon,  Piermont,  Franconia,  Baitlett  and  Unity.  The 
extent  and  quality  of  all  the  ores  found  in  the  above-named  towns 
have  not  been  examined  or  tested,  so  as  to  determine  their  value 
and  capacity  of  production  ;  some  of  them,  however,  have  been 
analyzed  and  explored,  and  the  ores  found  to  be  very  rich  and 
inexhaustible  in  their  resources. 

2.  Zinc.  This  metal  has  become  very  important  and  useful  in 
the  arts.  Cast  zinc  is  quite  brittle,  but  when  heated  to  about  300 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  it  is  rolled  out  easily  into  thin  sheets,  which 
are  comparatively  tough, and  is  used  for  covering  floors  and  roofs  of 
buildings  ;  also,  it  being  devoid  of  magnetism,  is  used  for  lining 
bread-lockers  on  board  of  ships  ;  for  alloy  with  copper,  forming 
brass,  yellow  metal,  and  pinchbeck.  It  is  found  in  Eaton  and 
Warren,  Shelbume  and  Lyman. 

3.  Copper.  This  metal  stands  next  to  iron  for  its  economical 
value,  and  is  very  important  in  the  arts.  It.  is  found  in  Warren, 
Bath  and  Croydon,  but  the  yield  from  the  ores  is  small,  compared 
with  the  rich  mines  of  Michigan. 

4.  Lead  Ore  is  found  in  Eaton,  Shelburne  and  Warren.  The 
value  of  the  ores,  and  their  resources,  are  considered  such  as  will 
warrant  the  working  of  them. 

5.  Tin  mine  was  discovered  in  the  town  of  Jackson  by  Dr.  Jack- 
son, and  believed  to  be  the  first  and  only  one  now  known  in  the 
United  States  worth  operating  ;  and  this  is  considered  by  Dr. 
Jackson  to  he  valuable.  Of  Tin,  in  combination  with  copper,  is 
formed  bell  metal,  gun  metal,  and  a  great  variety  of  articles  called 
Brass,  or  Bronze. 

6.  Jlntimony.  This  is  much  used  in  the  arts  and  in  medicine. 
It  is  well  adapted  for  casting,  as  it  swells  on  cooling  and  fully

Among  some  of  the  more  important  of  interest  to  the 
public,  are  twenty-two  acts  of  amendments  and  additions 
to  different  Chapters  of  the  Revised  Statutes  ;  two  Rail- 
road Corporations  ;  one,  Portsmouth,  New-Market  and 
Concord  ;  the  other,  Portsmouth,  New-Market  and  Exe- 
ter ;  three  Banks  chartered  ;  Dover  Bank  ;  Belknap  Coun- 
ty ;  and  Merrimack  County. 

November,  the  Legislature  was  in  session  from  Nov. 
20  to  Dec.  28,  1844,  30  days,  and  passed  114  acts  in  the 
whole.  There  were  17  acts  of  amendments,  &c.  to  dif- 
ferent Chapters  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  Seven  Rail- 
roads and  four  Banks  were  chartered.

CORONERS.— The  compiler  of  the  Register  having  deemed  it 
of  some  importance  to  the  public  that  there  should  be  some  medi- 
um through  which  they  might  be  informed  of  the  names  of  cor- 
oners who  are  qualified  to  act  according  to  law,  gives  the  follow- 
ing abstracts  of  the  law,  and  references  may  be  found,  under  the 
head  of  coroners,  in  each  county,  noting  under  what  law  ap- 
pointed, &c. 

June,  1817,  the  following  law  was  passed,  "  That  all  coroners 
who  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be,  appointed  within  this  State, 
shall  hold  their  office  subject  to  be  removed  by  impeachment  by 
the  Senate,  or  by  the  Governor,  with  consent  of  the  Council,  on 
the  address  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislature." 

In  1827  the  law  was  so  altered  that  the  appointment  of  coroners 
was  made  for  five  years. 

The  compiler  would  not  take  it  upon  himself  to  decide  wheth- 
er those  coroners  commissioned  and  qualified  to  act  under  the 
law  of  1317,  can  act  under  the  present  law  or  not,  but  he  sees  no 
reason,  for  the  present,  why  they  cannot  act,  and  act  lawfully.

STATE   INSTITUTIONS. 

New-Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

INCORPORATED  JULY  2,  1838. 

The  Asylum  is  located  in  Concord,  about  half  a  mile 
south-westerly  from  the  state-house,  on  a  pleasant  eleva- 
tion, with  a  beautiful  view  of  the  village,  and  of  the  Merri- 
mack meandering  in  its  course  through  a  rich  intervale, 
dotted  with  the  stately  elm  which  so  much  adorns  the  vil- 
lages, commons  and  malls  in  New-England. 

It  has  accommodations  for  120  patients. 

The  whole  outlay,  including  121  acres  of  land,  buildings, 
furniture,  stock  and  farming  tools,  was,  up  to  June  1st,  1845, 
$39,560.52.  The  establishment  is  now,  Aug.  13, 1845,  nearly 
complete.  It  has  been  occupied  less  than  three  years,  but 
during  that  time,  228  of  the  unfortunate  insane,  in  the  vari- 
ous grades  of  mental  derangement,  have  enjoyed  its  bene- 
fits ;  of  whom  89  have  wholly  recovered  and  gone  to  their 
homes,  and  84  remain  in  the  institution. 
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The  farm  connected  with  the  establishment  has  not  only 
proved  very  beneficial  in  promoting  the  general  health  of 
the  male  patients,  from  their  labor  performed  voluntarily 
upon  the  lands,  but  the  yield,  together  with  the  amount 
received  for  the  hoard  of  patients,  has  been  such  as  to  can- 
cel the  current  expenses  of  the  institution.  Many  of  the 
females  from  choice  assist  the  matron  in  the  domestic 
affairs  of  the  institution. 

The  price  of  board,  which  includes  all  necessary  expense 
but  clothing,  has  been  fixed,  for  those  whose  residence  is  in 
this  state,  at  $2.25  per  week, for  the  first  quarter;  $2.00  for 
the  second,  and  afterward  $1.75  per  week,  so  long  as  they 
may  remain  at  the  institution.

Each  of  the  convicts  is  supplied  with  a  temperance  pa- 
per, weekly ;  and  pamphlets,  tracts,  and  religious  newspa- 
pers, are  also  circulated  among  them.  The  Prison  libra- 
ry, for  the  use  of  the  convicts,  consists  of  about  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  volumes.  Two  religious  services  are  held 
in  the  chapel  on  the  Sabbath,  attended  by  all  the  convicts, 
together  with  the  Officers  of  the  Prison. 

Citizens,  and  strangers  who  may  be  at  Concord  on  the 
Sabbath,  are  admitted  to  the  chapel,  to  attend  the  religious 
exercises. 

From  the  little  knowledge  the  compiler  has  of  the  in- 
ternal management  of  the  State  Prison,  he  is  led  to  be- 
lieve that  the  Warden  pursues  rather  of  an  exemplary 
and  persuasive  government — has  few  rules,  and  of  them 
only  such  as  are  absolutely  necessary  for  good  regulations 
and  order ;  but  such  rules  as  are  made,  are  critically 
observed  and  firmly  required  to  be  obeyed. 

All  the  convicts  who  are  able  to  Avork,  are  employed  in 
the  different  branches  of  manufacturing  carried  on  with- 
in the  outer  walls  of  the  prison.  For  the  present  the  work 
carried  on  is  that  of  Cabinet  work,  Shocmaking,  Smithing, 
and  Hat-making.

Postage  on  Circulars. 

Each  circular,  handbill,  or  advertisement,  printed  or  litho- 
graphed on  paper  not  larger  than  quarto  post  or  single  cap,  for 
a  sinsle  sheet  folded  and  directed,  unsealed,  to  any  part  of  the 
United  States,  2  cents.  The  size  of  quarto  post  may  be  consid- 
ered 10  by  8  inches  to  the  page  ;  that  of  single  cap,  13  by  8  inches 
to  the  page  ;  on  larger  paper,  the  postage  will  be  considered  as 
pamphlet.

plates.  There  have  been  some  specimens  found  of  its  ore  in  Cor- 
nish. 

7.  Silver  Ore  has  not  been  found  in  this  State,  otherwise  than 
in  small  portions,  mixed  with  the  lead  ores  of  Eaton  and  Shel- 
burne. 

8.  Gold,  in  minute  qunntiUps,  has  been  found  in  Grafton  and 
Canaan,  but  not  in  such  amounts  as  would  warrant  an  expendi- 
ture with  the  expectation  of  an  increased  return. 

9.  Molybdenum  is  found  in  Westmoreland  in  great  quantities. 
It  may  he  used  for  calico  printing,  and  in  chemical  experiments  ; 
and  will  make  a  very  beautiful  paint  of  pale  yellow. 

10.  Manganese  is  found  in  Hinsdale,  Gilmanton,  Grafton,  Nel- 
son and  Winchester.  It  may  he  used  for  making  a  beautiful  violet 
glass  ;  fur  enamelling  earthen  ware  ;  and,  by  varying  the  quanti- 
ty, it  will  give  different  shades  of  color;  also,  it  is  used  for  a  kind 
of  paint  called  umber. 

11.  Chrome  is  found  in  Dublin,  but  not  in  quantities  to  be  of 
much  value. 

19.  Titanium  is  found  in  Unity  and  Merrimack.  It  is  used  in 
porcelain  painting  and  the  manufacture  of  mineral  teeth.  Fel- 
spar  forms  the  basis,  and  titanium  is  used  for  giving  the  more 
natural  color  to  the  teeth. 

V.i.  Cadmium  is  found,  in  zinc  ore,  in  the  towns  of  Shelburne, 
Eatoq  and  Warren.  The  metal  resembles  tin  in  color  and  mal- 
eahility. 

14.  Cobalt  is  a  greyish  white  metal,  and  not  so  maleableas  iron. 
It  is  not  much  used,  but  its  oxides  are  valuable  for  giving  a  deep 
blue  color  to  earthen  ware,  porcelain  and  glass.  Jt  is  found  in 
Franconia. 

15.  Arsenic  is  a  white  metal,  which  is  very  brittle,  resembling 
polished  steel  in  lustre.  Metalic  arsenic  is  used  for  making  spec- 
ulum, and  for  alloying  lead  in  making  shot.  The  ore  is  found  in 
Dunbarton,  Jackson,  Epsom  and  Haverhill. 

16.  Tungsten,  when  pure,  is  a  greyish  white  metal,  which  is 
very  biittle,  and  fused  with  difficulty.  An  acid  formed  from  it, 
is  much  used  in  porcelain  painting  ;  and  is  also  used  in  coloring 
mineral  teeth.     It.  is  found  in  Jackson. 

17.  Uranium  is  a  rare  metal.  It  is  found  in  small  quantities,  in 
the  Molybdena  ochre  in  Westmoreland.  It  is  used  for  painting 
on  porcelain. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  above  description  of  metals  found 
in  New  Hampshire,  the  combinations  or  mixed  state  of  each  is 
not  stated,  as  the  limits  of  this  little  work  would  not  admit— the 
reader  is  referred  to  Dr.  Jackson's  Geological  Report,  where  he 
will  find  a  full  analyses.
